. FUNERALS IN CITLS. 
Many of Them Are Now Condacted in 
Undertakers’ Shops. 

Successful undertakers in New York 
nowadays have to be grepared to fur- 
nish a church and clergy man along with 
the other requirements for a funeral. 
Not very long ago it was an exceptional 
thing for funeral services to be held in 
an undertaker’s shop. Only the bodies 
of the friendiess or of those whose 
friends were too poor to afford any bet- 
ter accommodations were then taken 
from the undertaker’s direct to the 
grave. Of late, however, the phrase: 
“The funeral will be beld at the parlors 
of So-and-So, undertakers,’’ is fre- 
quently seen attached to death notices, 
and even more often the place where 
the funeral is to be held is designated 
by its street number only. Nine times 
out of ten the piace so designated 1s an 
undertaker's shop. 

The way this has come about has been 
chiefly through the increasing reluctance 
of hotel and boarding-house keepers to 
have a funeral in theirhouse. Friends 
of those dying in such places are gen- 
erally given to understand that an im- 
mediate removal of the body would be 
highly appreciated, or, if the friends ap- 
pear within a few hours, the pro- 
prietor summons an undertaker and has 
the body removed. Unless the de- 
ceased person has near relatives in the 
city tt is generally a matter of difficulty 
for the friends to find a place in which 
to hold the funeral, unless they wish to 
go to the expense of a church funeral, 
and have aclaim upon some church of 
which they can make use. In this way 
it has naturally come about that bodies 
have been left to lie in the undertaker’s 
rooms, and at the time set for the fu- 
neral the friends have gathered there 
and listened to-a brief service pro- 
nounced by some clergyman, supplied 
by the undertaker, too, perhaps, and 
thence have borne the body directly to 
the grave. 

With the increase of this custom the 
undertakers have been compelled to in- 
crease the size of their rooms and to fit 
them up better and differently from or- 
dinary shops of the sort. One city 
undertaker has gone so far as to clear 
out the whole front of his store and 
leave a large room nearly seventy-five 
feet deep, with paneled, church-like 
eeiling and walls, which can be filled 
with chairs if necessary, where the serv- 
ices are hetd. Jt is not unusual for as 
many as two or three hundred persons 
to gather at funeral services held in 
thisshop. Some quite well-known per 
sons have been buried from there. One, 
a woman, who had been in life a well- 
known advocate of cremation, went from 
there to the crematory only a few days 
ago. 
"Reuse undertakers think that this cus- 
tom will continually increase in a city 
like New York, and that in time every 


; undertaker will have to keep a sgrt of 


small chapel, in connection with his 
shop, for the use of his customers. At 
present those who have the facilities 
for allowing services to be held in their 
stops make an extra charge for the use 
of the rooms for that purpose, but com- 
petition is already doing away with that. 
—N. Y. Sun.

Balzac’s method of working was | 


centric. Belgravia says that when he 
had. well considered the subject upon 


which he proposed to write he would | 


cover some thirty or forty pages with 
ideas and phrases. These he would send 
to the printer, who returned proof sheets 


pasted upon large sheets of paper. The 


work was then corrected. 


On a second reading the forty pages | 


grew to a hundred, and so on, while on 
the proof sheets new lines would start 


from the beginning, middle or end of a | 


phrase; and if the margins were insuffi- 


cient other sheets were added, until at 


last the work was satisfaetorily com- 
pleted. A specimen of Balzac’s “proof” 


has the appearance of a geograpical | 


map with its rivers, estuaries and lakes.

bles a complicated railway system in 
which the lines cross and recross each 
other in a manner that would almost 
bewilder Bradshaw.

“Every one’ knows how he 
writes,”’ says Figaro. “It was an out- 
line, a chaos, an apocalypse, a Hindoo 
poem. * *.* The time was short; no 
one could make head or tail of the writ- 
ing, butit was transposed as nearly as 
possible into familiarsigns. The author 
sent back the first two proofs pasted on 
enormous placards. 

“It was frightful. From each sign, 
from each printed word, shot a pen 
stroke,. gliding like a sky-rocket and 
bursting at the extremity of a luminous 
fre of phrases, epithets, substantives, 
underlined, crossed, intermingled, 
erased and superposed. Its appearance 
is simply dazzling. * * * The office 
was far from gay. The type-setters 
beat their breasts, the presses groaned, 
the proof-readers tore their hair.” The 
proofs were sent back seven consecutive 
times; and then a ‘‘few symptoms of 
excellent French” appeared, and there 
was observed a certain eonnection be- 
tween the phrases; but the day—De- 
cem ber 15—was fast approaching, and it 
was felt that the book would never ap- 
pear. But Balzac and Figaro kept their 
word with the public, and ‘Cesar 
Birotteau” saw the light on the date 
agreed upon. It was composed, written 
and corrected fifteen times by the au- 
thor in twenty days. In a letter in 
which @ speaks of an attack of neu- 
ralgia he says: “I wrote ‘Cesar Birot- 
teau’ with my feet in mustard; I am 
now writing ‘Les Paysans’ with my 
head in opium.’’
